(AP) — Alvin Bragg, a for- 
mer top deputy to New 
York’s attorney general, 
was poised to become 
Manhattan’s first Black 
district attorney and to 
take over the investigation 
of former President Don- 
ald Trump after his closest 
opponent conceded in the 
Democratic primary. 


The candidate trailing him by 
several thousand votes in the 
race, former federal prosecu- 
tor Tali Farhadian Weinstein, 
said in a statement Friday that 
after several days of absentee 
votes being counted, “it is 
clear we cannot overcome 
the vote margin.” 


New York City’s Board of 
Election has not publicly re- 
leased updates on the count 
of absentee ballots. As a re- 
sult, The Associated Press has 
been unable to call a winner. 


“This has been a long jour- 
ney that started in Harlem,” 
Bragg said in a statement, 


referring to the Manhattan 
neighborhood where he grew 
up. “And today, that 15-year 
old boy who was stopped nu- 
merous times at gunpoint by 
the police is the Democratic 
nominee to be Manhattan 
District Attorney.” 





Bragg led Farhadian Wein- 
stein by about 3 percentage 
points when voting ended 
June 22. 


With a win, Bragg would be 
virtually guaranteed to suc- 
ceed District Attorney Cyrus 
Vance Jr., who has been lead- 
ing an investigation of Trump 
and his company and is retir- 
ing at the end of the year. 


The Republican candidate in 
the general election will be 
Thomas Kenniff, a defense 
attorney, former prosecutor 
and Army Judge Advocate 
General. Democrats out- 
number Republicans heavily 
in Manhattan. 


A former federal prosecutor 


who now teaches at New York 
Law School, Bragg worked as 
a civil rights lawyer before 
entering government service. 
He currently represents the 
mother of Eric Garner in a 
Judicial inquiry into his 2014 
death after being placed in a 
police chokehold. 


Bragg said he was drawn to 
a career in law after having a 
gun pointed at him six times 
as a youth — three times by 
police. In one encounter, 
amid the crack cocaine epi- 
demic of the 1980s, Bragg 
said an officer stuck a gun in 
his face and wrongly accused 
him of being a drug dealer as 
he walked to get groceries for 


his father. 


Bragg, 47, defeated a big 
field of candidates that also 
included three former assis- 
tants in the district attorney’s 
office, Lucy Lang, Liz Crot- 
ty and Diana Florence, and 
three candidates who have 
never been prosecutors — 
public defender Eliza Orlins, 
civil rights lawyer Tahanie 
Aboushi and state Assembly 
member Dan Quart. 


Farhadian Weinstein said that 
while she had disagreements 
with Bragg, she supported his 
“commitment to justice.” She 
also said she heard a “demand 
for more women in political 
leadership” while campaign- 
ing and hoped other would 
heed that call. 


Manhattan has never had a 
woman district attorney. 


The Manhattan district at- 
torney’s office has spent two 
years looking at ‘Trump’s 
business dealings. 


A special grand jury this week 
indicted the Trump Organi- 
zation and its chief financial 
officer, Allen Weisselberg. 
They were charged with 
helping Weisselberg and oth- 
er top executives evade taxes 
he should have paid on apart- 
ments, cars and tuition aid 
given him by the company. 


Trump himself was not 
charged in the case, but the 
investigation 1s not over. 


Vance, the Democrat who 
brought the charges, will lead 
the Trump probe until he 
leaves office. 


All of the Democrats run- 
ning for the office had said 
they weren’t afraid of taking 
on Trump, but they were also 
cautious not to appear as if 
they were prejudging the case 
or making the matter a cam- 
paign issue. 


Bragg has investigated Trump 
before as the state’s chief 
deputy attorney general in 
2018. He helped oversee a 
lawsuit that led to the closure 
of Trump’s charitable foun- 
dation over allegations he 
used the nonprofit to further 
his political and business in- 
terests. 


Prior to that, Bragg led a unit 
of the state attorney general’s 
office that investigates kill- 


ings by police. 


Campaigning for district at- 
torney, Bragg pledged a cul- 
ture change in the district 
attorney’s office, prioritizing 
public safety and police ac- 
countability while declining 
to pursue many low-level of- 
fenses and de-emphasizing 
conviction rates. 


Bragg said he’d use data to 
spot racial disparities in the 
criminal justice system. In 
deciding which cases to pur- 
sue, Bragg said he’d want 
prosecutors to ask: “Does this 
case make us safer.” 


Manhattan district attorney is 
one of the most high-profile 
prosecution jobs in the U.S., 
dramatized on TV’s “Law and 
Order” and “Blue Bloods.” 


The office has a staff of 500 
lawyers and a $125 million 
annual budget. 


A separate forfeiture fund 
bankrolled by Wall Street 
settlements and worth more 
than $800 million is used for 
erants to criminal justice and 
community organizations 
and big initiatives, such as 
testing backlogged rape kits. 


Vance will have been in office 
for 12 years when he steps 
side. His successor will be 
just the fourth elected district 
attorney in Manhattan in the 
last 80 years. Frank Hogan 
served for 31 years. Robert 
Morgenthau was in office for 
34 years, until he was 90. 


Trump ally in Pennsylvania raises 2020 election audit plan 


(AP) Following in 
the footsteps of Arizo- 
na’s Senate Republicans, 
Pennsylvania’s Republi- 
can-controlled Senate is 
considering an investiga- 
tion into how last year’s 
presidential election was 
conducted, a quest fu- 
eled by former President 
Donald Trump’s baseless 
claims that fraud was be- 
hind his loss in the battle- 
ground state. 


Any Senate-issued subpoenas 
for an Arizona-style “election 
audit” will face strident op- 
position from Democrats, le- 
gal questions and almost cer- 
tainly challenges in Pennsyl- 
vania’s courts, as battles over 
election laws rage through 
swing states and Congress, 
spurred on by Trump’s false- 


hoods. 


Senate Republicans have 
been mostly silent about their 
internal deliberations. 

Sen. Doug Mastriano, a ris- 
ing force in Pennsylvania’s 
ultra-conservative circles 
who has talked of his desire 
to bring an Arizona-style au- 
dit to Pennsylvania, led a pri- 
vate briefing Wednesday for 
Republican senators on his 
plan. 





In Arizona, the state Senate 
used its subpoena power to 
take possession of more than 
2 million ballots and the ma- 
chines that counted them, 
along with computer data. 


Mastriano also solicited legal 
advice from a Philadelphia- 
based law firm about the 
Senate Republican caucus us- 
ing private money to finance 
consultants and lawyers. The 


law firm’s response letter, 
dated Tuesday, was obtained 
by The Associated Press. 


In the letter, the law firm dis- 
cussed the legality of using 
money from a private, non- 
profit organization “to pay 
expenses for vendors, includ- 
ing a consultant and counsel” 
as part of an “oversight inves- 
tigation” of the 2020 election 
led by the low-profile com- 
mittee that Mastriano chairs. 


Mastriano, who chairs the 
Senate Intergovernmen- 
tal Operations Committee, 
could theoretically issue sub- 
poenas to counties with a ma- 
jority vote of his committee. 
The Democratic bastions of 
Philadelphia and Allegheny 
County, home to Pittsburgh, 
could be prime targets. 


Voting machines, ballots and 
other election records could 
be demanded. The process 
could cost millions of dollars. 
In Arizona, Senate Repub- 
licans kicked in $150,000 to 
help pay for the audit, but the 
lead contractor, Cyber Nin- 
jas, and Republicans won't 
say who or what organiza- 
tions are funding the rest of 
the operation or how much it 
is costing. 





Republican consideration of 
an election audit in Penn- 
sylvania comes as ‘Trump 
supporters have pushed for 
audits and reviews of ballots 
in political battlegrounds in a 
bid to turn up evidence that 
Biden’s victory was illegiti- 
mate. 





No county election board, 
prosecutor or state official 


has raised a concern over 
any sort of widespread elec- 
tion fraud in November’s 
election in Pennsylvania, a 
crucial state that Democrat 
Joe Biden won by more than 
80,000 votes, or just over 1 
percentage point. 


Trump’s efforts to overturn 
Biden’s victory has been 
roundly rejected by courts 
at every level, including by 
judges appointed by the for- 
mer president. Trump’s at- 
torney general has also said 
there was no widespread 
fraud in the U.S. that would 
have changed the results of 
the election. 


She said she was not sure 
what the next step might be.

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Biden backs changes in military sexual assault prosecution 


(AP) — President Joe Biden on 
Friday put his stamp of approval 
on a long-debated change to the 
military justice system that would 
remove decisions on prosecuting 
sexual assault cases from military 
commanders. 


Biden, however, stopped short of 
backing a congressional effort to strip 
commanders of oversight of all major 
crimes. 


The president formally approved 
more than two dozen recommenda- 
tions made by an independent review 
commission on sexual assault in the 
military. The changes include shifting 
decisions on prosecuting sexual as- 
sault cases to special victims prosecu- 
tors outside the chain of command to 
remove any appearance of conflicts of 
interest. 


The military’s sexual assault response 
coordinators and victims advocates 
also would be removed from the 
command structure system. 


Reports of sexual assaults in the mili- 
tary have steadily gone up since 2006, 
according to Defense Department re- 
ports, including a 13% jump in 2018 
and a 3% increase in 2019. 





“I look forward to working with 
Congress to implement these nec- 
essary reforms and promote a work 
environment that is free from sexual 
assault and harassment for every one 
of our brave service members,” Biden 
said in a statement endorsing the rec- 
ommendations. 


Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand, D-N.Y., has 
the support of 66 senators for a bill 
that would have independent pros- 
ecutors handle all felony cases that 
call for more than a year in prison. 
But other key lawmakers and leaders 
of the military services have balked at 
including all major crimes. There are 
concerns that stripping control of all 
crimes from commanders could hurt 
military readiness, erode command 
authority and require far more time 
and resources. 


Biden hailed Gillibrand’s work on 
the issue. But he asked the commis- 
sion to focus only on addressing the 
problems of sexual assault and ha- 
rassment in the military, said a senior 
administration official who was not 
authorized to comment publicly and 
spoke on the condition of anonymity. 
Asked about the Gillibrand legisla- 
tion, White House press secretary Jen 
Psaki said that Biden “looks forward 
to working with Congress to imple- 


HA 
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ment these necessary reforms,” but 
she sidestepped whether he would 
be supportive of the proposed legisla- 
tion. 





Last month, Defense Secretary Lloyd 
Austin, for the first time, voiced sup- 
port for taking sexual assault and re- 
lated crimes away from the chain of 
command and letting independent 
military lawyers handle them. 


He issued a memo to Pentagon lead- 
ership Friday directing that they im- 
mediately move on the commission 
recommendation including adding 
sexual harassment as an offense un- 








der military law. 


Austin’s support came even as mili- 
tary service secretaries and chiefs, in 
memos to Austin and letters to Capi- 
tol Hill, said they were wary about 
the sexual assault change, and laid out 
greater reservations on more broadly 
revamping the military justice sys- 
tem. 


Gillibrand has argued against limiting 
the change to sexual assault, saying it 
would be discriminatory and set up 
what some call a “pink” court to deal 
with crimes usually involving female 
victims. 





Fox News fined $1 million for sex harassment and retaliation 


(AP) — The New York 
City Commission on Hu- 
man Rights has fined Fox 
News $1 million, the larg- 
est penalty in its history, 
for violations of laws pro- 
tecting against sexual ha- 
rassment and job retalia- 
tion. 


As part of a settlement agree- 
ment announced Tuesday, 
Fox also agreed to mandate 
anti-harassment training for 
its New York-based staff and 
contributors and to tempo- 
rarily allow people who allege 
misconduct under human 
rights law to bring claims and 
not be subject to binding ar- 





bitration. 


The penalty stems from an 
investigation that began in 
2017 following several re- 
ports of what the commission 
called “rampant abuse” at the 
popular news and opinion 
outlet. 


The first indication of prob- 
lems at the channel came in 
2016 when former anchor 
Gretchen Carlson charged 
that now-deceased network 
chief Roger Ailes had made 
unwanted advances and de- 
railed her career when she 
rejected him. Both Ailes and 
former Fox personality Bill 


ali 


O'Reilly lost their jobs over 
misconduct allegations. 


Several other women have 
come forward with lawsuits 
and their own harassment al- 
legations, including former 
Fox anchor Megyn Kelly. 


The $1 million fine groups 
four separate “willful and 
wanton” violations that each 
carried a maximum penalty 
of $250,000. The commis- 
sion would not identify the 
people involved in those 
cases, or whether there were 
more. 


Human rights officials said 
they hoped the large penalty 
would deter bad behavior at 
any workplace. 


“If people would dare to break 
the law and discriminate or 
harass people, there will be 
stiff penalties they would 
have to pay,” said Carmelyn 
Malalis, chairwoman of the 
city Commission on Human 
Rights. 


Pox has characterized the cas- 
es as the product of a previous 
regime and said the network 
has cleaned up its act under 
the leadership of Suzanne 
Scott, current CEO of Fox 


News Media. The commis- 
sion said it did not interview 
anyone who came forward 
after Scott took over in 2018. 





“We are pleased to reach an 
amicable resolution of this 
legacy matter,” Fox said in a 
statement. “Fox News Me- 
dia has already been in full 
compliance across the board, 
but cooperated with the New 
York City Commission on 
Human Rights to continue 
enacting extensive preventive 
measures against all forms of 
discrimination and harass- 
ment.” 


The commission said that 
women who rejected advanc- 
es were retaliated against with 
fewer appearances on the air 
and bad work assignments 
and had their text messages 
spied upon. 


Fox News “ensured that 
those who have complained 
have no future” working at 
the network, it said in its 
findings. 


Besides the requirement for 
training, the commission said 
Fox must maintain an anony- 
mous hotline for employees 
to report harassment or job 
retaliation. Fox’s compliance 


will be monitored by outside 
inspectors four times in each 
of the next two years. 


Malalis said she hopes the 
provision requiring Fox not 
to insist upon mandatory 
arbitration to settle disputes 
— forums that often ben- 
efit employers and keep al- 
legations secret — will be a 
model for similar settlements 
in the future. That provi- 
sion will be in place for four 
years. The commission said 
that everyone who talked to 
them about harassment and 
discrimination issues at Fox 
were hampered by contrac- 
tual requirements for arbitra- 
tion. 


People with complaints will 
have their choice of where 
they can have their accusa- 
tions aired, she said. The 
settlement does not affect 
confidentiality agreements, 
in which some employees 
leaving a company as a result 
of others’ misdeeds agree not 
to discuss the matter in ex- 
change for money. 


Since 2017 the commission 
has filed 521 claims of gen- 
der-based workplace harass- 
ment, assessing $4.5 million 
in damages and penalties. 
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Ex-officer pleads guilty to manslaughter; family blasts deal 


(AP) — The mother of a 
Black man fatally shot by 
a white former Nashville 
officer sobbed, screamed 
and knocked over a court- 
room lectern Friday as she 
begged a judge not to ac- 
cept a plea deal she says 
was struck in secret with- 
out her knowledge, a cha- 
otic scene that briefly de- 
layed the hearing before 
the judge accepted the 
agreement. 


Former officer Andrew Delke 
pleaded guilty to manslaugh- 
ter over the death of Daniel 
Hambrick, 25, in 2018 as part 
of an agreement with pros- 
ecutors. 


Delke will serve a three-year 
prison sentence. As part of 
the agreement, he won’t pur- 
sue parole or appeal the case. 
However, Delke’s defense 
team said he will likely serve 
a year and a half in jail with 
standard credits. 


The hearing turned volatile 
as Hambrick’s mother, Vick- 
le, gave a lengthy statement as 
family members and others 
applauded. Other support- 
ers, outside the courtroom 
in the hallway, banged on 
the door in support. Delke’s 
family sat on the other side of 
the courtroom with security 
guards. 


“I hate you,” Vickie Ham- 
brick screamed over and over 
again, while also yelling out 
profanities, directing some at 
Delke and prosecutors. 


In a particularly chaotic mo- 
ment, the mother knocked 
over the lectern and a com- 
puter monitor and family 
members rushed to her side. 
Delke and Judge Monte Wat-

kins were briefly ushered out 
of the courtroom. 


Delke was about to face trial 
for a first-degree murder 
charge, but on Thursday, his 
attorney announced he had 
agreed to plead guilty to vol- 
untary manslaughter. 


“I hope this case can contrib- 
ute positively about the much 
needed discussion about how 
police officers are trained 
and how we as a community 
want police officers to inter- 
act with citizens. I am deeply 
sorry for the harm my actions 
caused,” Delke said shortly 
after entering his plea, his 
voice cracking at times. 

A group of roughly two doz- 
en protesters gathered out- 
side the courthouse, chant- 
ing “no racist police” to show 
their opposition to Delke’s 
plea deal. Others wore shirts 
noting that police officers 
and white people receive 
lighter penalties for commit- 
ting the same crimes as Black 
and brown people. 





Hambrick’s family said they 
were not contacted or con- 
sulted and did not know 
about the plea deal until after 
it was done. 





“I have contempt for this sys- 
tem. I have contempt for this 
plea. I have contempt for the 
(Fraternal Order of Police). 
And I have a special contempt 
for Andrew Delke. May you 
all rot in hell,” said attorney 
Joy Kimbrough, who read 
the statement of Vickie Ham- 
brick as she wept behind her. 


District Attorney Glenn 
Funk told reporters after- 
ward that he informed Ham- 
brick’s family attorney of the 
deal Wednesday and met with 
Vickie Hambrick on Thurs- 
day. He said has been in 
contact with them for three 
years, knew Vickie Hambrick 
wanted Delke to be convicted 
of murder and sentenced to 
prison for life, and he had to 
decide what was in the best 
interest for the state. 


He said there was a “very 
large percentage” chance that 
the case would have ended 
in a hung jury, which he said 
would have meant the emo- 
tion seen in the courtroom 
Friday “would have been 
played out 100-fold.” Funk 
also called it “significant 
progress” that “tonight will 
be the first night Nashville 


has had a police officer in jail 
for shooting a Black man on 


duty.” 


“I was not willing to risk not 
having a felony conviction, 
not having him off the force, 
not having him incarcerated, 
not having him be able to 
make a guilty plea where he 
conceded that he did in fact 
use deadly force that was not 
reasonably necessary,” Funk 
said. 


Delke, 27, submitted his 
resignation Thursday. He 
had been decommissioned, 
which means he had to turn 
over his gun but was able to 
work a desk job and still get 
paid. 


After COVID-19 delays and 
pretrial back-and-forth, jury 
selection was slated to start 
next week . The trial was go- 
ing to center on a handgun 
Hambrick was holding that 
Delke claims was pointed at 
him for a moment, which 
prosecutors dispute and vid- 
eo footage does not show. 


Prosecutors focused on sur- 
veillance footage that cap- 
tured the shooting, in which 
Delke stops chasing and 
shoots the fleeing man. De- 
fense attorneys have con- 
tended there was a 36-foot 
(11-meter) blindspot and 
plenty could have happened 
there. There were dozens of 
cameras, and defense attor- 
neys contended that it was 
possible that more footage 
was caught of that blindspot, 
but wasn’t reviewed by inves- 
tigators before it was auto- 
matically overwritten on the 
system. 





The month after the shoot- 
ing, Funk released surveil- 


lance footage of the shooting 
publicly, sparking wider at- 
tention and outcry. Delke was 
charged in September 2018, 
and the shooting caused 
enough backlash that voters 
that November installed a 
community oversight board 
for Nashville’s police depart- 
ment. 


Since 2005, there have been 
143 nonfederal sworn law 
enforcement officers with ar- 
rest powers arrested for mur- 
der or manslaughter result- 
ing from an on-duty shoot- 
ing throughout the U.S., 
with only 45 convicted of a 
crime resulting from the on- 
duty shooting, according to a 
tally by Bowling Green State 
University criminal justice 
professor Philip Stinson be- 
fore Delke’s plea. Another 45 
of the cases are still pending, 
according to the findings. 


Delke’s attorneys argued the 
officer followed his train- 
ing and Tennessee law in re- 
sponse to “an armed suspect 
who ignored repeated orders 
to drop his gun.” Punk argued 
Delke had other alternatives, 
adding that the officer could 
have stopped, sought cover 


and called for help. 








Nashville’s Metro Council 
has approved a $2.25 million 
settlement to resolve a law- 
suit by Hambrick’s family. 


For Vickie Hambrick, who is 
legally blind, the loss of her 


only child will forever haunt 


her. 


“My son was my eyes,” Kim- 
brough said, reading Vick- 
ie Hambrick’s statement. 
“Since he’s been gone, things 
have not been the same and 
they never will be.” 





Collapse survivors escaped with their lives, but little else 


(AP) — Susana Alvarez fled her home on the 10th 
floor of Champlain Towers South, escaping with 
her life and almost nothing else. 


The disaster that killed at least 20 people, with 
more than 120 still missing, also rendered dozens 
of people homeless. Many lost cars, too, buried in 
the building’s underground parking garage. 


Though most who managed to flee to safety lived 
in parts of the building that remain standing, they 
have little hope of returning to reclaim clothing, 
computers, jewelry and sentimental possessions 


they left behind. 


Officials said Thursday that they’re making plans 
for the likely demolition of all parts of the build- 
ing that didn’t collapse. The announcement came 
after search and rescue operations were paused for 
hours because of growing signs the structure was 


dangerously unstable. 


Alvarez is still dealing with the trauma. She hasn’t 
slept in a bed since the collapse a week ago. Instead 
she’s been sleeping in a chair, constantly thinking 
of the victims who couldn’t escape. 


It’s unclear exactly how many residents have been 
displaced, but those with insurance policies should 
recoup at least a portion of their losses. 


Victims also appear likely to get some money from 
the liability insurer for Champlain Towers South’s 
condominium association, which has at least four 
lawsuits pending related to the collapse. 


An attorney for James River Insurance Co. wrote 
to the judge in one case this week that it plans to 
“voluntarily tender its entire limit” from the as- 
sociation’s policy toward resolving claims. An at- 


tached copy of the policy showed limits between 
$1 million and $2 million. 





Michael Capponi, the president of a Miami-area 
nonprofit that for the past decade has helped vic- 
tims of disasters from hurricanes to wildfires in the 
U.S. and abroad, said he has personally dealt with 
50 people who lost homes in the building. 


Capponi’s organization, Global Empowerment 
Mission, has distributed roughly $75,000 in gift 
cards among surfside survivors, and he’s working 
with hotel and condo owners to find places they 
can live for the next two months. 


Ryan Logan, the American Red Cross’ regional di- 
saster officer for south Florida, said the organiza- 
tion has been helping about 18 families, and some 
of them have been looking for ways they can help 
other victims.

Philippine villagers fear twin perils: Voleano and COVID-19 


(AP) Thousands of 
people were being evacu- 
ated from villages around 
a rumbling volcano near 
the Philippine capital Fri- 
day, but officials said they 
faced another dilemma 
of ensuring emergency 
shelters will not turn into 
epicenters of COVID-19 
infections. 


The alert was raised to three 
on a five-level scale after Taal 
Volcano blasted a dark gray 
plume into the sky Thursday. 
The five-minute steam- and 
gas-driven explosion was fol- 
lowed by four smaller emis- 
sions but the volcano was 
generally calm on Friday, vol- 
canologists said. 


Level three means “magma 
is near or at the surface, and 
activity could lead to haz- 
ardous eruption in weeks,” 
according to the Philippine 
Institute of Volcanology and 
Seismology. Level five means 
a life-threatening eruption is 
occurring that could endan- 
ger communities. 


The agency asked people to 
stay away from a small island 
in a scenic lake where Taal sits 


and is considered a perma- 
nent danger zone along with 
a number of nearby lakeside 
villages in Batangas province 
south of Manila. 


An eruption of Taal last year 
displaced hundreds of thou- 
sands of people and briefly 
closed Manila’s international 
airport. However, the vol- 
cano agency’s chief, Renato 
Solidum, said it was too early 
to know if the volcano’s cur- 
rent unrest will lead to a full- 
blown eruption. 


The preemptive evacuations 
that began late Thursday in- 
volved residents in five high- 
risk villages in the lakeside 
towns of Laurel and Agon- 
cillo. 





More than 14,000 people may 
have to be moved temporar- 
ily away from the volcano, 
said Mark Timbal, a spokes- 
man for the government’s 
disaster-response agency. 


Town officials, however, 
faced an extra predicament 
of ensuring emergency shel- 
ters, usually school buildings, 
basketball gymnasiums and 
even Roman Catholic church 


grounds, would not become 
coronavirus hotspots. Dis- 
placed villagers were asked 
to wear face masks and were 
sheltered in tents set safely 
apart, requiring considerably 
more space than in pre-pan- 
demic times. 


In Laurel town, Imelda Reyes 
feared for her and her family’s 
safety in their home near the 
volcano and in the crowded 
erade school-turned-evacua- 
tion center where they took 
shelter Priday. 


“If we stay home, the volcano 
can explode anytime,” Reyes 
told The Associated Press. 
“But here, just one sick per- 
son can infect all of us. Both 
are dangerous choices.” 


Reyes, who washes laun- 
dry and has four children, 
wept in desperation as she 
said she and her husband, a 
corn farmer, wanted to leave 
the evacuation camp for a 
friend’s house in northern 
Nueva Ecija province but 
lamented they did not have 
money for the bus fare. 


Most evacuation camps have 
set up isolation areas in case 


anyone began showing CO- 
VID-19 symptoms. 


“Its doubly difficult now. 
Before, we just asked people 
to rush to the evacuation cen- 
ters and squeeze themselves 
in as much as possible,” said 
disaster-response officer Jun- 
france De Villa of Agoncillo 


town. 





“Now, we have to keep a 
close eye on the numbers. 
We’re doing everything to 
avoid congestion,” De Villa 
told The Associated Press by 
telephone. 


A nearby town safely away 
from the restive volcano 
could accommodate up to 
12,000 displaced Agoncillo 
residents in pre-pandemic 
times but could only shelter 
half of that now. A laidback 
town of more than 40,000 
people, Agoncillo has re- 
ported more than 170 CO- 
VID-19 cases but only about 
a dozen remain ill. At least 11 
residents have died, he said. 


The Philippines is a COV- 
ID-19 hotspot in Asia, with 
more than 1.3 million con- 
firmed cases. 


An alarming surge in infec- 
tions has started to ease in 
Manila and outlying regions. 
But daily cases remain high 
and lockdowns have been 
reimposed in several prov- 
inces that have reported case 
spikes. 


President Rodrigo Duterte 
and his administration have 
faced criticism over a vac- 
cination campaign saddled 
with supply problems and 
public hesitancy. After re- 
peated delays, vaccinations 
started in March. 


Duterte blamed the prob- 
lems on wealthy Western 
countries cornering vaccines 
for their own citizens, leav- 
ing poorer countries like the 
Philippines behind. 


The 1,020-foot (311-me- 
ter) Taal, one of the world's 
smallest volcanoes, erupted 
in January last year, displac- 
ing hundreds of thousands 
of people and sending clouds 
of ash to Manila, about 65 
kilometers (40 miles) to the 
north, where the main air- 
port was temporarily shut 
down. 





Ethiopia denies trying to ‘suffocate’ Tigray region 


(AP) — Ethiopia’s govern- 
ment on Friday rejected 
accusations that it’s trying 
to “suffocate” the people 
of Tigray by denying them 
urgently needed food and 
other aid, as transport and 
communications links re- 
mained severed to the re- 
gion that faces the world’s 
worst famine crisis in a 
decade. 


Foreign Minister Demeke 
Mekonnen spoke to report- 
ers a day after a bridge that’s 
crucial for accessing much of 
the region of 6 million people 
was destroyed and the United 
Nations indicated that special 


forces from the neighbor- 
ing Amhara region were to 
blame. Amhara authorities 
have occupied western Ti- 
eray and forced out hundreds 
of thousands of ethnic Ti- 
orayans. 


Ethiopia’s government 
blamed Tigray forces for the 
bridges destruction. But an 
aid worker who travelled to 
the site said area residents de- 
scribed to him how they saw 
Amhara special forces plac- 
ing objects on the bridge and 
driving away after the blast. 
“They still seemed in shock 
at what had happened,” Rog- 
er Sandberg, vice president of 








field operations with Medi- 
cal Teams International, told 
The Associated Press. 





Sandberg said area residents 
also told him that there was 
no other way to cross, while 
Tigray forces conveyed to 
him that they wouldn’t ob- 
struct NGO access to the re- 
gion. 


In a stunning turn earlier 
this week, Ethiopia declared 
a unilateral cease-fire on hu- 
manitarian grounds while re- 
treating from Tigray forces. 
But the government faces 
growing international pres- 
sure as it continues to cut off 
the region from the rest of 
the world. Aid workers say 
fuel and other supplies are 
running low. 


In a strikingly outspoken 
statement, the World Food 
Program said on Friday that 
a second key bridge leading 
into Tigray was destroyed 
on Thursday, while no WFP 
flights bringing in U.N. or 
other aid workers have been 
allowed by Ethiopia since 
June 22. 





Even before the bridges were 


destroyed, at least 3,800 met- 
ric tons of food had been 
blocked from reaching parts 
of western Tigray, WEP 
emergency coordinator Tom- 
my Thompson told report- 
ers in Geneva. He warned 
that “more people will die” 
if access doesn’t materialize, 
but added that an air bridge 
might be set up in coming 
days. 


The U.N. agency said trucks 
are loaded and ready to re- 
plenish its nearly-exhausted 
food stocks inside Tigray, 
where 5.2 million people 
need emergency food aid. 
“We'll be out of food in the 
northwest by this weekend,” 
Thompson said. 





Ethiopia’s foreign minister 
said the government has a 
roadmap for dialogue to re- 
solve the Tigray crisis that’s 
expected to include “rank 
and file members of the 
(Tigray People’s Liberation 
Front) who show readiness 
to choose a peaceful path.” 
But Tigray forces, recently 
designated by Ethiopia as a 
terrorist group, now control 
most of the region and have 
demanded that Ethiopia re- 


sumes basic services before 
any talks. 


The security situation in Ti- 
gray was generally calm after 
the retreat of Ethiopian forc- 
es and those of neighboring 
Eritrea, who have been ac- 
cused by witnesses of some 
of the worst atrocities in the 
war. Officials with Eritrea, an 
enemy of Tigray leaders after 
a 1998-2000 war along their 
border, have not responded 
to requests for comment. 


Amhara authorities have 
warned Tigray forces against 
trying to retake the region’s 
western areas. But the Ti- 
eray forces spokesman told 
the AP this week they would 
“liberate” the region from 
“enemies,” and thousands of 
fighters were seen heading 
west. 


Ethiopia’s government has 
said the cease-fire will last 
only until the crucial farm- 
ing season in ‘Tigray is over, 
meaning September. But the 
WFP said farmers have al- 
ready missed the peak plant- 
ing month of June because of 
seed and fertilizer shortages. 
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(AP) — After nearly 20 years, the 
U.S. military left Bagram Air- 
field, the epicenter of its war to 
oust the Taliban and hunt down 
the al-Qaida perpetrators of the 
9/11 terrorist attacks on America, 
two U.S. officials said Friday. 


The airfield was handed over to the 
Afghan National Security and De- 
fense Force in its entirety, they said, 
speaking on condition they not be 
identified because they were not au- 
thorized to release the information to 
the media. 


One of the officials also said the U.S. 
top commander in Afghanistan, Gen. 
Austin S. Miller, “still retains all the 
capabilities and authorities to protect 
the forces.” 


Miller met Afghan President Ashraf 
Ghani on Friday and according to a 
Dari-language tweet by the presiden- 
tial palace, the two discussed “con- 
tinued U.S. assistance and coopera- 
tion with Afghanistan, particularly in 
supporting the defense and security 
forces.” 


There were no specifics but the U.S. 
is already committed to paying nearly 
$4 billion annually until 2024 to fi- 
nance the Afghan security forces. 
While no one was calling Miller’s 
visit a farewell, in the backdrop of the 
evacuation of Bagram Airfield it had 
the hallmarks of a goodbye. 


Meanwhile, Afghanistan’s district 
administrator for Bagram, Darwaish 
Raufi, said the American departure 
was done overnight without any co- 
ordination with local officials, and as 
a result early Friday, dozens of local 
looters stormed through the unpro- 
tected gates before Afghan forces re- 
gained control. 


“They were stopped and some have 
been arrested and the rest have been 
cleared from the base,” Raufi told 
The Associated Press, adding that the 
looters ransacked several buildings 
before being arrested and the Afghan 
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forces took control. 


“Unfortunately the Americans left 
without any coordination with Ba- 
eram district officials or the gover- 
nor’s office,” Raufi said. “Right now 
our Afghan security forces are in con- 
trol both inside and outside of the 
base.” 


However, U.S. military spokesman 
Col. Sonny Leggett said the hando- 
ver was an “extensive process” that 
spanned several weeks and began 
soon after President Joe Biden’s mid- 
April announcement that America 
was withdrawing the last of its forces. 


“All handovers of Resolute Support 
bases and facilities, to include Ba- 
eram Airfield, have been closely co- 
ordinated, both with senior leaders 
from the government and with our 
Afghan partners in the security forc- 
es, including leadership of the locally 
based units respective to each base,” 
said Col. Leggett. 


The deputy spokesman for the de- 
fense minister, Fawad Aman, said 
nothing of the early morning loot- 
ing. He said only the base has been 
handed over and that Afghan forces 
will now “protect the base and use it 
to combat terrorism.” 


The ‘Taliban also welcomed the 
American withdrawal from Bagram 
Airfield. In February 2020, the Trump 
administration signed a peace deal 
with the Taliban promising the with- 
drawal of all troops from Afghanistan. 


Taliban spokesman Zabihullah Mu- 
jahid tweeted that Friday’s departure 
was a “positive step,” urging for the 
“withdrawal of foreign forces from all 
parts of the country.” 


The withdrawal is the clearest imdi- 
cation that the last of the 2,500-3,500 
U.S. troops have left Afghanistan or 
are nearing a departure — months 
ahead of Biden’s promise that they 
would be gone by Sept. 11. 


It was clear soon after the mid-April 
announcement that the U.S. was 
ending its “forever war,” that the 
departure of U.S. soldiers and their 
estimated 7,000 NATO allies would 
be completed nearer to July 4, when 
America celebrates its Independence 
Day. 


As of this week, most other NATO 
soldiers have already quietly exited 
Afghanistan. Announcements from 
several countries analyzed by the AP 
show that a majority of European 
troops has left with little ceremony 
— a stark contrast to the dramatic 
and public show of force and unity 
when NATO allies lined up to back 
the U.S. invasion in 2001. 


The U.S. has refused to say when the 
last American soldier would leave Af- 
ghanistan, citing security concerns, 
but also future security and protec- 
tion for Kabul International Airport 
is still being negotiated. Turkish and 
U.S. soldiers are currently protecting 
the airport, still under Resolute Sup- 
port Mission, which is the military 
mission being wound down. 


Until a new agreement for the airport 
1s struck by Turkey and the Afghan 
government, and possibly the United 
States, 1t appears the Resolute Sup- 
port mission would to have to con- 
tinue to be in charge of the facility. 


The U.S. will also have about 650 
troops in Afghanistan to protect its 
sprawling embassy in Kabul. Their 
presence is understood will be cov- 
ered under a bilateral agreement with 
the Afghan government. 


The U.S. and NATO departure 
comes as the Taliban make strides 
in several parts of the country, over- 
running dozens of districts and over- 
whelming beleaguered Afghan secu- 
rity forces. 


In a worrying development, the gov- 
ernment has resurrected militias with 
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a history of brutal violence to assist 
Afghan security forces. At what had all 
the hallmarks of a final press confer- 
ence, Gen. Miller this week warned 
that continued violence risked a civil 
war in Afghanistan. 


At its peak in and around 2012, Ba- 
eram Airfield saw more than 100,000 
U.S. troops pass through the mas- 
sive compound barely an hour’s drive 
north of Kabul. 


The departure is rife with symbol- 
ism, the second time an invader 
of Afghanistan has come and gone 
through Bagram. 


The Soviet Union built the airfield 
in the 1950s. When it invaded Af- 
ghanistan in 1979 to back a commu- 
nist government, it turned Bagram 
into its main base. For 10 years, the 
Soviets fought the U.S.-backed mu- 
jahedeen, dubbed freedom fighters 
by President Ronald Reagan who saw 
them as a front-line force in one of 
the last Cold War battles. 


When the U.S. and NATO inherited 
Bagram in 2001, they found it in ruins, 
a collection of crumbling buildings, 
gouged by rockets and shells, most 
of its perimeter fence wrecked. It had 
been abandoned after being battered 
in the battles between the Taliban and 
rival mujahedeen warlords fleeing to 
their northern enclaves. 


The base has two runways. The most 
recent, at 12,000 feet long, was built 
in 2006 at a cost of $96 million. There 
are 110 revetments, which are basi- 
cally parking spots for aircraft, pro- 
tected by blast walls. GlobalSecurity, 
a security think tank, says Bagram in- 
cludes three large hangars, a control 
tower and numerous support build- 
ings. The base has a 50-bed hospital 
with a trauma bay, three operating 
theaters and a modern dental clinic. 
Another section houses a prison, no- 
torious and feared among Afghans. 
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(AP) — Mikel Oyarzabal 
converted the decisive 
spot kick Friday to give 
Spain a spot in the Euro- 
pean Championship semi- 
finals following a 3-1 pen- 
alty shootout victory over 
Switzerland. 


The match had ended in a 
1-1 draw through extra time.

ment for the first time. 


Spain’s players and coaching 
staff poured onto the field at 
Saint Petersburg Stadium to 
celebrate with Oyarzabal as 
many from the Switzerland 
team fell to their knees inside 
the center circle. 


Spain will play either Bel- 
gium or Italy in the Euro 
2020 semifinals on Tuesday 
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Spain beats Switzerland on penalties at Euro 2020 


at Wembley Stadium in Lon- 
don. The team is two wins 
away from emulating the 
country’s golden generation, 
which won European titles in 
2008 and 2012.

Switzerland made all five 
from the spot against World 
Cup champion France but 
failed with three of its four 
attempts this time.

(AP) — From the despair 
of seeing a teammate suf- 
fer cardiac arrest to the 
European Championship 
quarterfinals, somehow 
Denmark keeps on going. 


Denmark will face the Czech 
Republic on Saturday, exactly 
three weeks after midfielder 
Christian Eriksen collapsed 
on the field in the team’s 
opening game and had to be 
resuscitated with a defibrilla- 
tor. 


While Eriksen recovers — 
initially in the hospital and 
now at home — Denmark 
has improved at Euro 2020. 
A 4-1 win over Russia got 
Denmark out of the group 
stage after two losses. Beat- 
ing Wales 4-0 in the round of 
16 matched the team’s best 
showing since “Danish Dy- 
namite” won the 1992 Euro- 


pean Championship. 


“Culture-wise, there’s simi- 
larities. Values of sticking 
(together), one for all and 
all for one,” Denmark mid- 
fielder Pierre-Emile Hojb- 
jerg said Thursday. “There’s 
this pride also to be play- 
ing for your country and all 
these values that I don’t think 
have changed too much since 
1992. 


“But my biggest respect to 
the guys in []92 because they 
went on to win 1t. We haven't 
done anything yet.” 


Since the “shock” of Erik- 
sen’s sudden collapse, Hojb- 
jerg said, Denmark has gone 
through huge emotional ups 
and downs. 


“Now we're in the quarter- 
finals, so it’s been a bit of a 





rollercoaster, a big one,” he 
said. “And the good thing is 
that we are still hungry. We’re 
still determined to push for 
more.” 


More than half of the 26-man 
squad was not yet born when 
Denmark beat Germany 2-0 
in the 1992 final. The only 
European quarterfinal ap- 
pearance since then came in 
2004, a 3-0 loss to the Czech 
Republic. Hojbjerg was 8 
years old back then and re- 
calls he was “not very happy” 
he couldn’t watch the match 
because of a school trip. 


That tournament ended 
in disappointment for the 
Czechs, too. They lost to 
eventual champion Greece 
1-0 in the semifinals. As 
Czechoslovakia, the team 
won the European title in 
1976. As the Czech Republic, 
the high point was being run- 
ner-up to Germany in 1996. 


Both Denmark and the 
Czech Republic have been 
at their best at Euro 2020 
when playing high-intensity, 
physical soccer against op- 
ponents who wanted posses- 
sion. They could end up can- 
celing each other out in the 
quarterfinals. That’s playing 
on Denmark coach Kasper 
Hjulmand’s mind, so much 
so that he admitted he was 
disappointed the Czech team 


upset the Netherlands 2-0 in 
the round of 16. 


“I would rather have played 
the Netherlands,” Hjulmand 
told Danish broadcaster DR 
on Monday. “Now we're fac- 
ing a team for the first time 
(in the tournament) that I 
think can match our own in- 
tensity.” 


Danish striker Yussuf 
Poulsen could return after 
missing the Wales game with 
a muscle injury, when re- 
placement Kasper Dolberg 
scored twice. One more goal 
would see Czech Republic 
forward Patrik Schick match 
Cristiano Ronaldo as tourna- 
ment leader with five. 


Czech Republic midfielder 
Vladimir Darida is set to re- 
turn after missing the win 
over Wales with a leg injury. 


“Denmark might not sound 
as glamorous as the Neth- 
erlands, France or Italy, but 
they are a very strong op- 
ponent,” Darida said Friday. 
“We just want to be success- 
ful. I think both our team 
and their team, we really play 
cohesively. We don’t have 
big stars but we have players 
from good leagues.” 


Few Danish or Czech fans 
will be in the Baku Olympic 
Stadium for the game. Only 


Turkey, Azerbaijan's close 
ally, has had more than a cou- 
ple hundred fans at games in 


the city so far. 


“In my view it doesn't really 
make sense (to play in Baku). 
We are a bit frustrated but we 
respect this decision,” Czech 
Republic midfielder Michal 
Sadilek said through an in- 
terpreter on Thursday. “We 
hope for any support we can 
get at the stadium and we 
are going to play so that we 
can have the fans at our next 
game.” 


Plans for a Czech charter 
flight to Baku fell apart be- 
cause not enough fans agreed 
to go. Denmark may have 
up to 1,000 supporters and 
offered 50 of its most loyal 
fans a ride on the federation’s 
plane. 


Denmark has felt closer than 
most teams to its fans, who 
roared the team on to beat 
Russia in Copenhagen. In 
Amsterdam, too, the Danes 
were the local favorites in 
what felt like a home game 
against Wales. 


“We'll try to play forward, to 
defend quickly and give our 
best and give everything for 
the great support and com- 
passion we’ve had from the 
Danish people,” Denmark 
coach Kasper Hjulmand said. 
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‘Somehow I found a way' -- Dj matando wins again at Wimbledon 


(AP) — Any lapse by Novak 
Djokovic is brief. 


When the world’s No. 1 player dou- 
ble-faulted on his first two points in 
a tiebreaker Friday, he quickly re- 
srouped to close out a victory over 
American qualifier Denis Kudla, 6-4, 
6-3, 7-6 (7). 


“Somehow I found a way to win,” 
Djokovic said. 


As usual. He improved to 17-0 in 
Grand Slam matches this year, and 
has also won 17 consecutive matches 
at Wimbledon, where he is the two- 
time defending champion. 


During a postmatch interview on 
court, the Serb was asked about the 
source of his hunger to win, and he 
referenced his youth in a war-torn 
nation. 


“The way Ive grown up in difficult 
times in the ’90s for my country,” 
Djokovic said, “failure is never an op- 
tion for me, or anybody in my fam- 
ily. We had to find a way to find the 
basic needs for us to survive during 
those times. It was difficult. That has 
strengthened my character, I would 


say.” 


Djokovic’s opponent Monday will 
be No. 17-seeded Cristian Garin of 
Chile, who beat Pedro Martinez 6-4, 
6-3, 4-6, 6-4. 


On the women’s side, No. 2-seeded 





Aryna Sabalenka is into the second 
week of play, and on the verge of a 
career breakthrough. The hard-hit- 
ting Belarusian beat qualifier Maria 


Camila Osorio Serrano 6-0, 6-3 
to reach the fourth round, and she 
might be overdue for a deep run in a 


Grand Slam. 


Sabalenka is the only woman among 
the top 20 seeds who has yet to reach 
a major quarterfinal. 


The time seems right for that to 
change: Sabalenka leads the tour with 
32 match wins this year, her seeding 
is a career high in a major, and she’s 
navigating a draw already without 
eight of the 11 highest-ranked wom- 
en. 

“I just keep working, keep improv- 





ing,” Sabalenka said. “Every match is 
a new match. You never know what is 
going to happen.” 


She overpowered Osorio Serrano, 
and pulled away when the Colom- 
bian went 0 for 6 converting break 
points in the first set. 


“So many chances,” Osorio Serrano 
said. “I couldn’t close it.” 


Sabalenka next faces No. 18 Elena 
Rybakina, who eliminated American 
Shelby Rogers 6-1, 6-4. 


Also still in contention is No. 7-seed- 
ed Iga []wil]tek, the 2020 French 
Open champion, who breezed into 
the fourth round by beating Irina-Ca- 
melia Begu 6-1, 6-0. [}wil]tek seeks a 
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Wimbledon double after winning the 
girls” singles title in 2018. 


“It would be amazing,” she said. “It’s 
another Grand Slam, so it’s like a 
dream come true for any of us.” 


No. 21 Ons Jabeur vomited next to 
the backstop before her first match 
point and then finished off former 
Wimbledon champion Garbiñe Mu- 
guruza 5-7, 6-3, 6-2. 


Jabeur became the first Tunisian 
woman to reach the fourth round at 
Wimbledon. She also had the shot of 
the day when she hit a running fore- 
hand around the net post from off the 
court for a winner. 


Wild card Liudmila Samsonova of 
Russia reached the round of 16 at a 
major for the first time by beating 
American Sloane Stephens 6-2, 2-6, 
6-4. No. 8 Karolina Pliskova swept 
Tereza Martincová 6-3, 6-3. 





In other men’s play, No. 9 Diego 
Schwartzman was eliminated by 
Marton Fucsovics, 6-3, 6-3, 6-7 (6), 
6-4. No. 25 Karen Khachanov won 
6-3, 6-4, 6-4 against American Fran- 
ces Tiafoe, who upset No. 3 Stefanos 
Isitsipas in straight sets in the first 
round. 


No. 5 Andrey Rublev hit 13 aces and 
beat No. 26 Fabio Fognini 6-3, 5-7, 
6-4, 6-2. No. 8 Roberto Bautista Agut 
swept Dominik Koepfer 7-5, 6-1, 7-6 
(4). 





Bauer placed on leave by MLB following assault allegation 


(AP) — Trevor Bauer was 
placed on administrative 
leave by Major League 
Baseball on Friday, three 
days after an allegation of 
assault was made against 
the Los Angeles Dodgers 
pitcher. 
“MLB’s 


investigation into 


the allegations made against 
Trevor Bauer is ongoing,” the 
commissioner’s office said in 
a statement. “While no deter- 
mination in the case has been 
made, we have made the 
decision to place Mr. Bauer 


on seven-day administrative 
leave effective immediately. 
MLB continues to collect in- 
formation in our ongoing in- 
vestigation concurrent with 
the Pasadena Police Depart- 
ment’s active criminal inves- 
tigation.” 





The placement on leave for 
seven days is a step under 
the joint domestic violence, 
sexual assault and child abuse 
policy adopted by MLB and 
the players’ association in 
2015 and can be the initial 
step leading to a longer sus- 





pension. The administrative 
leave has been extended for 
players under the policy in 
the past. 





A protection order was ob- 
tained under the Domestic 
Violence Prevention Act and 
was the result of an “assault 
that took place at the hands of 
Mr. Bauer” where the wom- 
an “suffered severe physical 
and emotional pain,” attor- 
ney Marc Garelick said this 
week. 





Pasadena police spokesman 
Lt. Bill Grisafe confirmed 
that the department is look- 
ing into accusations of an 
assault involving Bauer, but 
provided no additional de- 
tails. 


Jon Fetterolf, Bauer's co- 
agent, disputed the allega- 
tions that Bauer committed 
any nonconsensual violence. 
He said Bauer met the wom- 
an in April, and the two had 
“a brief and wholly consen- 
sual sexual relationship initi- 
ated” by the woman. 


“Her basis for filing a pro- 
tection order is nonexistent, 
fraudulent, and deliberately 
omits key facts, informa- 
tion, and her own relevant 
communications,” Fetterolf 
said. “Any allegations that the 
pair’s encounters were not 
100% consensual are base- 
less, defamatory, and will be 
refuted to the fullest extent of 
the law.” 


Fetterolf said the woman 
asked Bauer repeatedly for 
“rough” sexual encounters, 
demanding to be “choked 
out” and slapped in the face. 


Fetterolf contended Bauer 
and the woman remained 
friendly in text messages af- 
ter their encounters. The 
attorney said Bauer became 
concerned and confused af- 
ter the woman told him she 
had sought medical care for 
a concussion days after their 
second and final encounter. 


Bauer and the woman haven’t 
corresponded for over a 


month and haven’t seen each 
other in six weeks, Fetterolf 
said. 


“Our goal is to keep Mr. 
Bauer from contacting our 
client in any way possible,” 


Garelick said. 


The outspoken Bauer is a 
30-year-old right-hander 
who joined his hometown 
Dodgers this year with a $102 
million, three-year contract 
after winning his first NL Cy 
Young Award with the Cin- 
cinnati Reds last season. He 
is 8-5 with a 2.59 ERA and 
had been scheduled to pitch 
Sunday. 


Players penalized in the past 
under the domestic vio- 
lence policy include Dodgers 
pitcher Julio Urias, Yankees 
closer Aroldis Chapman and 
pitcher Domingo German, 
Chicago Cubs shortstop Ad- 
dison Russell, Toronto pitch- 
er Roberto Osuna and Colo- 
rado shortstop José Reyes, 
Atlanta outfielder Hector 
Olivera.
